VFW Asks 
State Aid 
To Veterans 

The Henry' A. Lucas Post 1885. 
VFW. is sponsoring an amendment 
to revise the Kentucky Revised 
Statutes concerning educational aid 
to war veterans. The amendment 
will be placed before the 1950 ses- 
sion of the Kentucky General As- 
sembly in January. 

Under the present Kentucky sta- 
tutes, every person who engaged in 
military or naval service during the 
wars declared from 1917 and there- 
after is entitled to a free scholarship 
in any higher state educational in- 
stitution, provided the person is not

A inemlx-r of Suky complained strongly to a Kernel reporter 
on Friday that such trouble would probablv develop, but evidentlv 
took no action to change the freshman Mating plans lx-fore Sat- 
urday night. The guards, still under tiie same instructions, 
attempted to olx-y orders, however erroneous, and barred Un- 
gates against freshmen. 

Much of the misunderstanding goes back to the super-secret 
"Spirit. Inc." campaign which was often more enthusiastic than 
fofesighted. Had the Kernel deciphered the [x-ncil written cop\ 
of the freshman seating notice which it received, and printed it. 
many freshmen would have missed reading it in onlv one edition 
of the paper. There is also reason to Ix-lieve tliat many more 
would have tried the other gates with the same bar-the-door 
results. 

The Athletic Department was at fault when ttx> few inside 
ramps with proper ushering were used. Hut it was co-operating 
with SGA and Sukv in seating freshmen. Mr. Shively has stated 
positively that such a difficulty will not arise again. The gates 
wiU be opened earlier in the future, anil more efficient ushering 
is promised.

A combination ol the two might be acceptable, however. 
Much more work in preparing the tickets would Ik- required. They 
would necessarily be made up in bundles of different numbers, 
and those appKinu lor a «iven number would lx- required to 
forfeit tickets Irom that MM) student books.

Even the team had an easier time 
of it against that big Georgia line 
than did the crowd of sports-hungry 
students who only wanted to see the 
creat Kentucky team in action. We 
wouldn't blame any student who 
elected to stay home next Saturday 
and listen to the game on the radio 
rather than face that ordeal again. 

We think an even better remedy 
would be to let some of the Univer- 
sity s officials take student tickets 
and go through that horrible mess. 
Maybe then those responsible for 
these things can see the real dangers 
that exist in the current system. 

There were persons hurt in the 
crowd. Luckily none were reported 
seriously injured. This should serve 
to prove, however, that serious in- 



jury is possible and that an immedi- 
ate solution is in order. 

It is not only unfair to ask the 
student body to suffer through such 
an ordeal even one more time, but 
it is unreasonable to force them to 
risk life and limb in a:i unnecessary
